being offered the post of manager at 
the start of Minshead’s move into the 
Southern League in 1972. At the 
beginning of this season he had made 
over 430 firat taam appearances, main- 
ly in the back four and he has scored 
over 70 goals during this period. He has 
not missed a Southern League match 
this season. 


JOHN MACEY — Goalkeeper in 
his second season after being the 
runner-up in the club's “Player of the 
Year” competition lest season. He 
made 58 out of & possible 68 first team 
appearances last season. Formerly with 
Bristol City and Newport County for 
whom he made nearly 200 English 
League appearances. Played in Coun- 
ty’s 3-1 defeat against Wycombe in 
1973. 


ALAN IMPEY —- Now In his fourth 
season with Minehead having joined 
them from Yeovil Town. Last season he 
made 46 appearances and he is a 
former Welsh youth international, 

TONY CLAUSEN —— The longest 
serving member of the team and the 
only local based ied in the side. Still in 


his twentias Tony has already made 





over 870 first team appearances which 
Is a club record. Ha has missed only 16 
matches since Minehead joined the 
Southern League. 


STEVE CARTER —- Stalwart 
defender who won the “Player of the 
Year" award last season and ls the only 
player in post-war fodtbail with 
Minehead to win this award. twice. He 
has been with Minehead for nine 
seasons and is approaching his 460th 
appearance, Minehead has been his 
only professional club. 

BOBBY BROWN — Joined them 
from Weymouth in February 1976 for a 
small fee and has bean regular choice 
since this date. Although he has been 
dogged by an Injury this season which 
has caused him to miss several 
matches of late. Formerly with Bristol 
Rovers for whom he made over 100 
English League appearances. 

COLIN FREEMAN — Teanager 
who joined the club at the beginning of 
last season frorn Bristol City with whom 
he had been an apprentice. But it was 
not until this season that he has. been 
abie to establish a regular place for 


` himself in the side. Can play equally 


well in attack or defence and la very 
quick off the mark. 








DEREK BRYANT — Popular player. ` 


who has been with Minehead for seven 
seasons with a fwo season break when 
he was st Merthyr Tydfil and Taunton - 
Town. He scored 30 goals last season 
which brought his tally for the club to 
167. He scored 21 Southern League 
goals last term and was the leading S.L. 
scorer for Minehead in tha season 
befora. 

ANDY LEITCH — Tall, effective 


striker who hit a club record last term | 


when he netted 36 goals, inciuding four 
in one match against Weymouth. Join- 
ed Minehead towards the end of the 
1976/78 season when he scored 17 . 
goals. This season he has netted 9 
goals and could be heading for another 
ciub scoring record. Scored In each of 
his last 5 FA Cup appearances. : 

JIM JENKINS — The third 
member of the striking trio of Bryant, 
Leitch and Jankins who between them 
scored 96 goals for Minehead last 
season. Jim's: contribution was 30 
goals. Has netted 120 goals for 
Mineheed in 268 appearances over the 
past fiva seasons. This season he has 
only netted two goals, but has been 
dogged by Injury, which has now 
cleared up. 

BRIAR DURBIN — Joined 
Minehead at the start of last season from 
Taunton Town for a racord tes of 
£1,000. Raguier mamber of the side 
and his performances this season have 
attracted fsague scouts. Playad in 6&4 
matches last seazon. This season he 
has scored five goals — three from the 


spot. i 
DAVID WILTSHIRE — Newcomer 
this easaon who joined Minehead from 


Bristol City with whom he was an 


apprentice. Plays mainly in the midfisid. 
Has not yet established a regular spot 
for himasif in the Hne-up. 

DAVID BURDEN — Another new- 
comer who joined Minehead from 
Norwich where he had 63 matches in 
the Norwich Reserve team as a 
defender. Stilt anly 19 David, Ike David 
Wiltshire has yet to command a regular 
place In the side. ;
